Packard, 
assistant 
state leader of farm advisers, former­

of 
Riverside county, former farm adviser 
of Ventura county

H. T. Thomas of Villa Park called 
attention to the partiotie duty In tak­ 
ing steps to increase effectiveness in 
crop production. 
Campbell of Orange and Merchant 
of Tustin both declared strongly for 
the system, Campbell eaying that the 
citrus and walnut men are organized 
for marketing, not for tile kind of 
work needed as pronged.

friend or foe, as traitor or patriot.

of Elihu Root upon this subject of 
paramount importance in America to­ 
day is remarkable for its clarity. 
Some of those described by him as 
taking the jvart of the kaiser against 
our own country— whether that part 
be taken wilfully to aid the enemy 
and hamper the United States or in 
good faith by reason of not thinking

Are those people who are fighting 
at home our government's policy really 
friends of democracy? 
If they were, 
would they attempt to set aside the 
legitimate decisions of the men they 
have sent to Washington, decisions 
upon which there can he no backing 
up. no reversal for a new start? 


W e are committed to this war. The 
Register believes with all its heart 
that it is a just war.

have been avoided and who Is still 
fighting over that point should set 
himself right with his country.

juice containing flavor and color will 
ho obtained. 
Here are methods rec­ 
ommended by the University of Cali­ 
fornia College of Agriculture: 
1 
Select 
ripe 
Muscat 
grapes of 
sound condition and good flavor. 
Mix 
these with an equal quantity of any 
variety of red wine grape, such as the 
Zinfaudel, Petit Sirah, Alicante Bou- 
scher, etc. 
The ted wine grape chos­ 
en should not he very ripe hut should 
he rather tart in taste so that the 
blended juice will have an agreeable 
acid flavor. A good grape juice should 
not be too sweet. 
2 —Removes Hie 
grapes 
from the 
stems and crush with the hands or 
with a tomato crusher in a large alu­ 
minum or agateware pot. Equal quan­ 
tities of the Muscat and red wine 
grape should be used. 
3—Place a pot over a slow tire and 
insert a dairy or other form of ther­ 
mometer into the crushed 
grapes. 
Heat them very slowly, with constant 
stirring, until the dairy thermometer 
will register between 125 and 140 de­ 
grees Fahrenheit. 
Cover tile |>ot and 
set aside for twenty-four hours. 
A 
dairy thermometer may he obtained 
through any drug store. 
Tile cost of 
the therraojneter is not very great and 
inc instrument will serve for several 
families. 
4—After twenty-four hours’ stand­ 
ing. press out tile juice through 
a 
clean muslin bug or cheesecloth and 
strain the juice several times through 
a cloth to remove the coarse particles 
of pulp. 
5—Piece Hie juice/in clean bottles 
m d cork the bottles with corks which 
have been sterilized in boiling water 
or ten minutes. 
Tie the corks down 
with a string. 
If it is desirable 
to 
lose the bottles with 
crown 
caps. 
4Uch as are used for soda water bot- 
'lcs. a capping machine may be ab- 
tained from a drug store for about five 
or ten dollars.

Place the bottles on a false bot­ 
tom in a wasbboiler or in a large pot, 
the false bottom consisting of a wire 
screen or wooden grating, or simply 
a towel placed in the bottom of the 
pot. 
("over the bottles completely 
with cold water. Heat the water over 
I slow lire to 175 or 180 degrees Fah­ 
renheit. 
A thermom eter tag te In­ 
serted in the water to watcjv this Sein- 
perature. 
As soon as possible, the 
temperature is reached, set the pot 
on the back of the stove and keep the 
water at the above tem perature for 
twenty minutes. 
Remove the bottles 
md dip the corks in melted wax or 
paraffin to seal them. 
Loganberry Juice 
Crush the berries aud heat to 150 
o IOO degrees Fahrenheit. 
Press out 
'lot. 
Strain through a bag several 
times to remove coarse sediment. Pas- 
eurize in bottles as directed for grape 
juice. 
Apple Juice 
Apple juice is pressed from the 
crushed or chopped apples without 
heating.
